-Srr,— Permit me to correct a mistake occurring in your impression of 


the 2nd inst., to which I could not advert ere now, having been absent 
from town for several weeks. 

The mistake to which I refer is contained in the small section in page 
252, headed “ The Jews of Roumania.” In it your readers are informed, 
on the authority of a Parisian correspondent of the Revwe Israelit., that a 
Roumanian having attacked the Roumanian Jews in a London daily paper, 
“Dr. Benisch and Sir Francis Goldsmid waited upon the editor and 
pointed out to him that he was the tool of the Jesuits. The editor kindly 
promised that he would not insert any more articles of like tenour.” 

I cannot of course speak of Sir Francis, nor am I authorised to do so 
for him. But I can describe to you my share in this matter, which, to the 
best of my knowledge, did not come under his notice until no further inter- 
position was required. Sage | 

A virulent attack upon the Roumanian Jews having been published some 


ten weeks ago in the Standard newspaper, I wrote a full and lengthy reply, | 


noticed, I believe, at the time in your columns. It was some days before 
this reply appeared, and if I am not mistaken some private influence was 
in the interval brought to bear upon the editor to induce him to allow the 
antidote to appear in the publication which spread the poison. My answer, 
albeit somewhat curtailed, did ultimately appear; and, as I understand, 
neither ‘the Standard nor any other metropolitan paper after this contained 
any more letters against the Jews of Roumania. 
I should not have troubled you with this matter, had a friend, in whose 
judgment I have confidence, not deemed this rectification desirable.

Sir,—Louis Levy, aged 80 years, was admitted into this institution 
on the 15th inst., and died this day. He was removed from the White- 
chapel Workhouse with his sister Sarah, aged 76 years; and his brother, 
Alexander Levy, aged 67, was admitted on the 20th from the same work- 
house. There were very sad cases. From the statement of deceased and 
the survivors, it appears that they have not tasted meat for about two 
years ; and fast days they were compelled to take their fast on dry bread 
and a cup of coffee; and it was only at last that from dire necessity they 
were compelled to take refuge in the Christian workhouse, from which they 
were removed by the executive of this institution. 7 

This will at least show to the public the absolute need of a Jewish 
workhouse; for had it not been for this institution the poor man—after a 
hard life of toil—must have died without those consolations of our holy 
_ religion which are the birthright of every Jew, and which should always 
be ready to be administered to rich and poor alike.—Yours obediently,

King of Israel. Alluding to the epistle as given in the Vienna 
Frendemblatt, you ask the pertinent question, “Is the writer an 
impostor or a lunatic?’ The heads of the nation at Jerusalem may be 
assumed to have asked the same question respecting Jesus; and in de- 
ciding that he was an impostor they doubtless acted in accordance with 
their convictions. They may even have credit given to them for sincerity 
in denouncing him, as they did, to the Roman pro-consul, Pontius Pilate, 
as a rebel against Cesar in claiming to be the Anointed hing of Israel. 


Be this as it may, it is an historical fact that Jesus was put to death 


by the Roman Governor as “ Christ” or Messiah, For this fact I do 


not appeal to the Christian Gospel historians, but to the annals of the | 
Gentile Roman historian Tacitus, who calls the Jewish “ringleader” by | 
the name of “ Christus,” under the supposition that this was his proper 


name, instead of his assumed title. 


As was only natural, many of the countrymen of the alleged ‘ criminal” 
believed in Jesus and revered him as a martyr; and consequently disputes 
arose between these, who may be styled the “heterodox” or “ reformed” 
Jews of the time, and their “ orthodox” brethren, who disbelieved in Lim 
and regarded him as having been justly put to death as a pretender. These 
disputes soon attained such a height, that, as another Gentile Roman historian, 
Suetonius, relates, the Emperor Claudius “ banished from Rome all the Jews 
who were continually making disturbances at the instigation of one Christus; 


such being his Gentile notion of the dispute between the two factions of | 


Jews of Rome, which, like those mentioned in the Christian Acts of the 
Apostles as having occurred at Iconium, at Thessalonica, at Corinth, and 
elsewhere, was as to whether the individual who had been put to death by 
Pontius Pilate was truly the ‘ Christ ” or Messiah, or not. These religious 
feuds among the Jews in the time of Jesus and his Apostles were, in fact, 
similar in their nature to that which has just now been raying at Belfast 
between the two parties of ‘ Catholic ” Christians—the Papists and the © 
Protestants; the main difference being that here the quarre] embraces the 
entire ‘‘ Christian” population of the city, whereas in Kome and the other 
Gentile cities it was confined to the two factions of Jews—the Messianitic 
or ‘ Christian,” and the non-Messianitic—who, together, formed but a 
small portion of the inhabitants, ard might easily be banished; just as, in- 
later ages, the non-Messianitic or ‘ orthodox” Jews—those who still do 
not believe Jesus to be the ‘‘ Christ””—have been banished from Christian 
countries, though happily it is so no longer. But theprimitive believers in 
Jesus, who were prinzipally, though not exclusively, Jews, dropping their 
obnoxious national designation, lost no time in returning to Rome, where, 
not more than about thirty years after their banishment by Claudius, they 
were, under their adopted designation of “ Christians,”- that is to say, 
Messianites, felsely charged by that Emperor’s successor Nero, with having 
set fire to the city; and, as Tacitus relates, they were ‘‘ punished with the 
most exquisite tortures ” for an act of which they were not guilty; in like 
manner as their countrymen in all subsequent ages, down to the present day 


| in Roumania, have been subjected to persecution for crimes they never 


committed. | 


All this is said by me without the slightest tinge of sectarianism or 
thought of proselytism. Indeed, I may confess that Iam a sceptic as to 
the conversion to “ orthodox” Christianity of any believing Jew. What I 
wish to make manifest is that the designation ‘‘ Christian” means literally 
Messianite; and that “ Christianity,” in its primary and correct significa- 
tion, is simply the belief in Jesus as the ‘ Christ” or Messiah—the 


“ Anointed ” King of Israel. The real nature and attributes of this great 


object of veneration after widely different fashions among two-fifths of 
the human race—for the Mohammedans, not less than the Christians, 
believe Jesus to be the Messiah—can never be properly understood and 
appreciated until his history and doctrines shall have been freed from the 
errors of tradition and dogmatism on the part both of believers and of 
unbelievers in the Divine character of his mission; until we shall 


cautiously but fearlessly study that history and those doctrines by the 


light of that “Common Sense” so ably advocated by Dr. Carpenter at 
the meeting of the British Association now just terminated, instead of 


blindly trusting for their interpretation to the “ authority” of weak, 


fallible men like ourselves. 


To do away with some of tkese errors is the scope of my work; and 


impartial readers will find that the errors impugned by me are far more on 


the part of those who believe, than of those who disbelieve, in the ‘ Jesus 
Christ ” of “ orthodox ” Christianity. |

prominent part in the “proofs” of Dr. Kalisch as to the illogical 
arrangement of Leviticus. Various commentators, ancient and modern, 


who attempted to prove the logical arrangement of the book, are 


triumphantly pointed out to us as if they were really defeated and con- 
quered. But a closer examination shows that the commentator is satisfied 
to overthrow his opponents rather by authority, and that of his own, than 
by reason. For instance, one of the apologists of the logical arrangement 
of Leviticus says, that the Day of Atonement occupies its proper place, 
because it was, negatively, after the installation of the priests, 
to be observed in so far as the priests were not allowed to enter 
the Holy of Holies except on that one day. The reply of Dr. Kalisch 
is: “ But that law refers essentially to the ceremonials of the Day of 


Atonement, and touches but incidentally on the prohibition that the high — 


priest was not to come into the Holy of Holies at all times.” Where is 
the proof that while the one law is essential the other is incidental? The 
‘unprejadiced reader must find that either both are essential or both in- 
cidental ; for the one forms the beginning and the other the conclusion of 
the chapter, the part between them being indifferent; and admitting the 
suggestion of a close connection with the one just as well as with the 
other; the Day of Atonement is not mentioned there at all. But the 
whole chapter is, some might reply, the description of the sacrifices on the 
Day of Atonenient. So itis according to the analysis of Dr. Kalisch. 
In the Bible itself the division is not given ; and only by reading the book 
itself do we learn what each part contains. Let us in this case also 
draw from the original source. Aaron is told that he must not enter 
“the holy place within the curtain before the mercy seat” at any time 
he liked. At the same time he is told to enter it and how to enter it. 


The expression % Spr =~ Ws N35" (Lev. xvi. 3) admits, it is true, of 


two. explanations; namely, 1. ‘“‘ Aaron may come into the holy place ;” 
that is, whenever he liked to go, vrovided that he performs the 
ceremony described in this chapter. 2. ‘ Aaron shall come into the holy 


place,” namely, as a contrast to the words MY DDI, “at all times” 
(ver. 2), this once, since no other time is mentioned in this verse. The 
concluding words of the chapter ‘ And he (Aaron) did as the Lord com- 
manded Moses” (ver 34), compel us to accept the second explanation ; 
because this formula always refers to commandments which were to be 
acted upon at once. We have therefore in this chapter the description of 
a certain ceremony which Aaron had to perform at once; and that 
description is followed by the parenthetical remark that the same 
ceremony is regularly to be repeated every year on the 10th day of the 
seventh month (ver. 29-34). ‘It is also distinctly stated in the text, when 
- this law was given: ‘“ And the Lord spake unto Moses after the death of 
the two sons of Aaron, when they offered before the Lord and died ;” that 
is, after the offence of Nadab and Abihn committed against the Sanctuary, 
their punishment, and the defitement of the Sanctuary by the presence of 
the dead bodies within the holy place. The object of the ceremony is 
likewise stated in clear words: ‘And he shall make an atonement for the 
holy place, because of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and 
because of their transgressions in all theirsins; and so shall he do for the 
tabernacle of the congregation that remaineth among tnem iu the midst of 
their uncleanness ” (ver. 16); ‘‘ and cleanse it (the altar) and hallow it 
from the uncleanness of the children of Israel” (ver. 19) From these pas- 
sages we may easily conclude what kind of sins is chiefly to be understood by 
_ the expressions : “‘ All the iniquities of the children of Israel and all their 


transgressions” (ver. 21). The ceremony described in this chapter (xvi.) 


from ver. 3 to ver. 28 is thus declared to be intended for the purification 
of the Sanctuary from the uncleanness caused by the undue approach of 
Nadab and Abihu in the first instance, but at the same time from the un- 
cleanness caused by the undue approach of any unclean Israelite. Thus 
all the difficulties und questions raised with regard to the place which this 
chapter occupies in the book of Leviticus are at once removed. While the 
preceding section c. 11—c. 15, contains the means of purification for every 
individual, in case he himself, or his garment or his house be unclean, 
this chapter describes the means of purification directly of the Tabernacle 
—indirectly of the whole nation. | 


“The Day of Atonement is so circuitously and so indirectly | 
approached,” says the commentator, “that its date and nature are only | 


mentioned at the end of a long deseription, as if by way of appendix ” (p. 
321 note). Dr. Kalisch correctly discovers that the date and nature of 
the Day of Atonement are mentioned at the end of a long description ; but 
by what rules of logic and common sense was he irduced to insinuate that 
the author of that chapter approached the Day of Atonement circuitously 
and indirectly? What reason can he adduce that could have led the 


author to speak here “circuitously?” This insinuation seems to be |

- weight to the internal evidence which tends to prove that we have before 
us the first written law on the Day of Atonement.”

ment for you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean from all your sins before 


_ the Lord” (verse 30). But although this chapter exhibits its primitive 


character, Dr. Kalisch thinks that it must be confessed that “ the means 
prescribed are thoughtfully adapted to the ends which they were intended 
to serve” (p. 321)—a great concession made to the wisdom of the divine 
law. But to what end? He continues: “ they embrace almost the whole of 
the impressive ritual which an advanced hierarchy had been able to devise :” 
that is, because the laws are good, therefore they have been devised by an 
advanced hierarchy ! 
imagines that hierarchy we learn from page 326. “The ideas here cor- 
veyed nearly coincide with those of the Book of Zechariah.” ‘ The analo- 
gies are so striking, that, &e.” Aaron is here told to send one of the two 
goats into the wilderness (TTXTYD) “ to Azazel.” Zechariah is shown in a 
vision that the high priest Joshua is standing before the angel of the Lord 
to receive, as it were, the Divine sanction, and }{jy, “ the hinderer,” is 
standing on his right side to oppose him. It must be left to the acuteness’ 
of critical commeutators of the Old Testament to discover in these two 
narratives any similarity or analogy. One thing is common to both, viz., 
they only contain a name to which a good deal of mystery has 
been attached by the commentators—SjNTy and YW. Are these 
names: identical? Are they declared in the Bible to be identical ? 
How is this discrepancy explained? Very easily—they are, in 
fact, not the same; but they are certainly brothers. One of the 
acute critics says that Satan is the younzer brother of Azazel; ano- 
ther (Dr. Kalisch) says the reverse. Azazel is described by Dr. Kalisch 
to be “the evil demon or devil, the author and the originator of sin” 
, Who communicated to Dr. Kalisch all these mysteries ? The 
Bible does not say a word of them; neither Azazel nor Satanis reported in 
any part of the Bible to have incited any person to sin. Isit the rabbinical 
or Kabbalistical writings? He himself declared that no weight could be 
attached to them (p. 203 note). Perhaps the etymology ofthe words? 7QW 
means “‘to hinder,” oppose,” *to accuse,” but not to incite to sin” 
or “to originate sin.” Whatever amount of learning and acuteness might 
be displayed in analysing the word S}NTY, the most simple and probable 
explanation is to consider it as a composition of SN “to go” and FP 


“ goat,” signifying “a desolate place,” the abode of wild goats. This expla- 


nation is supported by ver. 22, in which Stary is replaced by 493 YS, 
“toa lonely land.” To let the gcat go into the wilderness is analogous to 
“Jetting the living bird loose into the open field” (14, 7), and has the 
same symbolical meaning which is expressed by the similar words of the 
prophet Micah: “ And thou wilt cast all their sins into the depth of the 
sea” (7,19). Thus the whole theory of the evil demon, of the analogy of 
the vision of Zechariah, of the date of this section, which is based on the 


very learned misunderstanding of the one word STXTP (see p. 328 philolo- 
gical remarks), is gone, and has returned to vapour, whence it has risen.

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WORD TO THE YOUNG. 


~ We trast that we ahall not be misunderstood by the rising generation if we 


venture to address a few words of advice and caution to them. We ayail 
ourselves of this season, appropriated to vacation rest, vacation rambles, | 
and vacation ruralities—when so many young men and boys have an oppor- 


_ tunity of recruiting their mental and bodily energies by perhaps some weeks» 


—certainly some days—of relaxation and recreation. Not long since we 
addressed our coreligionists of malice years grave men of business, men of 
wealth and men of work, urging them to devote a little portion of their 
holiday to the welfare of the community—to devote a little thought in their 
‘hours of idleness,” to the best mode of promoting the prosperity and pro - 
gress of their brethren. But it is not only men of ripe years, men in the 
prime of their manhood, men who have reached the crest of the hill of life 
or are descending its slope towards the unknown valley, who can be of 
service in the great communal cause. No: itis also given to boyhood and 


youth to be of good svit and service in the world’s broad road. There is not 


a season in the life of a Jew, from the hour in which he as achild emerges 
from babyhood to that in which his place knows him no more, wherein he 
may not in some fashion help to improve his generation or take his share — 


|. 


in the duty which all are called to fulfl—the duty of exerting influence, by 


precept or by example, by thought, word, or deed, to make those _ come 


within the sphere of that influence better and wiser. ° 
In addressing ourselves to our young er readers, we do not intent to 


| preach a homily, for we are certain that it is a mistake to refuse to youth 


and boyhood the consideration which is extended to mature manhood ; and 
nothing can be more offensive to the former than the patronising tone of 
preaching which is occasionally adopted. We doubt if young persons listen 
to or profit by sermons or by moral utterances to any desirable extent, 


| unless the writer or speaker has thorough sympathy with those whom 
| he addresses. And it may be that it is difficult for the heart of manhood, 


heavy with cares, torn by regrets, and sick with hopes unsatisfied or 
frustrated, to sympathise with the elastic spirit of youth, fresh on the 
threshold of life, quick with hopes unfulfilled, gay with glad desires, 
resilient beneath the pressure of the clouds that weigh even on the atmo- 


| sphere of the lightest and brightest life. 


And yet that sympathy is not so difficult when we remember that we were 
all once young ourselves; that time was when we, too, as we mounted the 


| hill with springy foot, saw only the sunshine that glinted on its crest—the 
crest that hid the clouds that lay beneath it and beyond; and assuredly it 
is well that we should seek sympathy with youth, for so much depends | 


on its exertion, On the generation that will possess the world when we 
shall have passed away, the virtue and happiness of that world, materially 
speaking, depend. It a great responsibility ofthe 
future. 


We confess that we regard that future not quite without apprehension. 
We know that new views are held, new systems are maintained, new notions _ 
gain ground. The landmarks of the past are abandoned in education, in 
science, in literature—and in religion also. We have cut many a boat from 
its moorings and are floating away from the old secure harbours in whose 
calm refuge we weathered many astorm. There is a spirit of change in the 
world—a restless, rather than a violent, spirit of change. There is a 
tendency to abandon the old creeds without reason and to set up new creeds 
that have not apparently the elements of durability. 

We do not refer to politics. We admit that, in politics, Liberalism 
and Conservatism grow up side by side; and one tempers the other so 
distinctly that, except in extreme cases, there is every hope that the old 
faction-fights are over, and that the anger of party politics is stilled, so 
that there is room for the triumph of social progress; or at least for the 
discussion and decision of these social questions which have long demanded 
settlement, but which have been too long postponed to the exigencies of 
political warfare. But we refer to the. peculiar aspect of questions of 
science and literature, and especially of religion. 


With regard to science: We believe that the tendency of young persons 
who know a little and think they know so much—a tendency unduly 
fostered by the present prejudicial system of edacation, in which an undue 
place is given to the theories of science—is to grasp at the conclusions 
taught by their text book or “cram” book, and to contemn or despise the 
more modest but more fixed teachings of Faith. With this point we dealt 
in our last number, and we need not revert to the subject at length. A few 
mcre men like Carpenter, a few more addresses such as his, from such lips 


as his, will apply a strong break to the wheels of that shaky chariot of 


scepticism on which so many of our young schoolmen are rolling headlong 


down-hill, 


Nor do the peculiarities of modern literature concern our present 
purpose. We leave its vagaries, its whimsicalities, to be lashed, as they 
deserve to be, by our literary journals—journals that fulfil their mission 
with signal aptitude and ability. We leave to other hands the duty 


| noticing, on the one hand, the tendency to slipshod and fantastic English on 


the part of many writers—and the reckless indifference to standard authors 


| on the part of many readers—of this generation. 


But in religion and its associations we cannot fail to notice that, while | 
in some respects there is much to rejoice at and be grateful oa on the 
other there is much to regret. | 


We shall endeavour to show in our next aslicle on this subject the 


- points on which the Anglo-Jewish youth of this generation fail to carry out 
their exalted mission to the most desirable extent, and fail to avail them- 


selves of the brilliant opportunities which the progress and opinions of the 
age offer to them. They have less excuse than their predecessors for any — 
shortcomings, for the conditions which surround them are different from 
those which environed and influenced their fathers and their grandfathers, 
They are iu this auspicious era enabled to adhere to the principles of their 
religion without political or social disability, and to pursue its ordinances 
without ridicule or contumely. But are they on that account proportionately 
more earnest in their belief and more observant intheir practices ? In some 
respects, let us at once admit, the rising generation is an improvement on 
the preceding generation. We do not chime in with the canting outcry 
against the circumstances and ideas of the present. We allow that our 
young generations has its merits, and that in some respects it has caught 
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a reflex of the progress of theage. But much is demanded by the conditions 
of the era; and the question is whether its claims have been satisfied. We 


shall develop our views practically in another article on this interesting. 


subject, 


THE POLITICAL FUTURE OF THE JEWS. 
| 
[Seconp ARTICLE. | 
Ix dealing with so broad a question as the probable political course which 
will be adopted by Jews in the future, we cannot pretend to do much 


more than discuss a few salient points and offer suggestions for the con- 


sideration of our readers. We do not desire to exhaust the subject, but 
would rather call into play intellectual activity at a time when the proro- 
gation of Parliament has lulled the ardour of political partisanship. If 
we are fortunate enough to advance opinions and speculations which meet 
general approval, our readers may embrace them ; but our object will have 


been attained if the Jews resident in this country look with keener interest 


than they have hitherto done on the direction of political events, and 
estimate at its proper value their ‘stake in the prosperity of the country 
and their importance to the political parties into which the Legislature is 
divided. In our previous article we showed that the Jew held an excep- 
tional and unique position in the State, and that whilst he is never to 


forget that he is a Hebrew, he is also to remember that he is a citizen. 


enjoying full electoral rights. The time has passed when vulgar prejudice 
excluded the Jew from the university, the bar, and the senate ; nay, more, 
one tof the responsible Ministers of the Crown is a Jew who is also 
acknowledged to‘be one of the {rst equity lawyers of the day, Sir 
JEssEL, the Solicitor-General. Mr. Artuur ConeEn, well known 
for his extensive knowledge of International Admiralty law, is at Geneva 
advising the Arbitrators on the intricate and delicate questions which are 
sure to arise before a satisfactory settlement of the Alabama Claims will 
become an accomplished fact. And it isa significant mark of respect paid 
to Jewish culture and perception that Mr. Conen was not selected on 
account of his political proclivities, but entirely on the ground of his fitness 
for the duties he would be called upon to perform. At the risk 
of being accused of a pardonable vanity, we may say that Mr. Darwin’s 
theory of the “ Selection of the Fittest for survival ” is highly flattering to 
the Hebrew people, who have now two assurances for their ultimate exalted 
-destiny—that of the Prophets and that of Science—for had the Jew not 
been fit for ‘‘ survival” then he would long sinee have perished under the 
oppressions to which his race had been subjected. 


The question which we shall briefly consider in this article is, what is 
the course the Jewish people ‘are likely to pursue with regard to 


the political questions which, so far as we can see, promise to come } 


prominently before the country ? We may dismiss for a moment the fact 
that there is any distinction between the Jew and the people among whom 
he is “naturalized ;” and it will be at once perceived that as a mere 
citizen he will form an independent judgment on all questions not im- 


mediately affecting his religious dogmas, and will have an undoubted right 


to express his opinion in accordance with his convictions. This is the 
course which every man should adopt; without this a “free” state is a 
sham and a “free” people a fiction, Where there is government by 

‘party ” there must also be party adherence, without which the machinery 


of state runs the risk of being continually and injuriously interrupted by 


every popular caprice ; but in the selection of the best following for the 
best party leader, the elector should exercise a choice “ free” in fact and 
not so-called by courtesy. Now the history of modern Judaism proves in- 
contestably that this government by “ party ” is that under which it is best 
able to flourish ; and it is therefore a matter of importance that Jewish 
citizens should perform their duties to the State best adapted to their 


genius with scrupulous exactness. It may somewhat surprise a few of our 


readers that a monarchical government should be the best adapted to | having received invitations to officiate, have promised ;to attend. The | 


Committee naturally desire that the Jewish community shall take a | 
good position in the eyes of the Christian community—a community that | 


Jewish interests, especially when it is popular to suppose that under 
Republics the greatest liberty is given for the exercise of conscience, the 
development of free institutions, and the prevalence of a cosmopolitan 
feeling which ignores prejudice. It is true thatin Switzerland the Jew 


~ has long found a home; but it is also true that even there Judaism > 


does not flourish, In America it is a generally recognized fact 


that the Jew deteriorates inteliectually under the Republican régime—and 


this is markedly shown by the circumstance that when more than the 
average intellectual skill is required, importation from England or Germany 
usually takes place. Under Despotic governments the Jew in modern 
times has not had a fair chance for development; for under the leading 
European despotisms he is subjected to a dual despotism, that of the State 
and that of the Church. It is only under a Limited Monarchy amongst an 
enlightened people who have thrown off the trammels of priestly dominance 
that the Jew reaches his full intellectual stature. Government by 
“party” being the best form of modern governments for the welfare of 
the Hebrew people, the question arises what position will Englis 


their Sheffield brethren. 


Jews take in the future with regard to political affairs? And at this 
time, when the disintegration of the Ministry has been even anti- 
cipated by its supporters, when every effort is being made by 
the Opposition to {wrest a borough or a county seat from the Liberal 
party, the question what attitude a wealthy, an educated and an influential 
section of the nation will take is not without its significance. On entering 


| the threshold of the enquiry,"we must say that we are convinced that the 


English Jew will essentially represent the national thought—that to be a 
Jew will not of necessity be considered as a synonym for a “ Liberal ” ora 
“ Conservative,” but on all questions of national importance there will be 


found that diversity of opinion as necessary to the health of the body-— 


politic as the free circulation of the blood is essential to the well-being of 
the individual. When the science of the “best government” is more 


fully developed in practice, Jews will probably find a means to steer safely 


| between the Scylla of intolerant exclusiveness on the one hand and the 


Charybdis of social revolution on the other. 


SHEFFIELD NEW SYNAGOGUE. 


WE cannot avoid calling attention to the spirited manner in which our. 
brethren at Sheffield have proceeded in the work of erecting a new syna- 


gogue and school, Instead of helplessly depending on the initiative and 
aid of their metropolitan brethren, they have, to use an honest, homely 
English term, well suited to the honest, homely English atmosphere of 
Sheffield, “ put their shoulders to the wheel” with a hearty will: and to 
some extent this wheel has proved the wheel of fortune. The exertions of 
the President, Mr. Marks, the Treasurer, Mr. Moss, and other gentlemen, 
have been crowned with well-merited success. They wanted a new syna- 
gogue beyond a doubt, and they set to work to erect it, The congregation 
comprised very few persons who had at one and the same time means and 
good will; for Sheffield, though a wealthy town, does not boast a wealthy 
Jewish community. However, those who could give have given gene- 
rously ; and the promoters of the undertaking have not disdained to ask 
for Christian sympathy, which has Leen extended to them not ungene- 
rously. Even last week, Mr. Mark Fritx, the well known manufacturer 
of Sheffield, hearing that the Committee were greatly in need of funds to 
complete the work, at once gave a generous donation of £20. But we are 
not quite sure that our metropolitan brethren have done their best to help 
If they had done all they could have done it 
would not have occurred, as unfortunately it has occurred, that a sum of 
no less than £400, we believe, is still needed to free the new synagogue 


debt. 


Sheffield has peculiar claims on the consideration of the community. 
First, because its congregation has shown spirit and zeal in doing its best 
to help itself. It has shown sound sense and judgment inits way of doing 
its work—sound business-like sense worthy of Sheffield—and we regret 


that we cannot pay a like compliment to the committees of all our com- 


munal undertakings, some of whom seem to try to spend as much money 
as possible in the most injudicious manner possible. Also, Sheffield 
greatly needed a new synagogue. Its congregation is for the most part 
poor. Moreover, it is politic that the metropolitan community should 
encourage the settlement in Sheffield of Jews of the working classes, where 
they might apply themselves to trades less overdone and perhaps more 


profitable than those which our poorer classes affect in London. If the 


Board of Guardians shall at any time of its career find time and inclination 


to take a comprehensive view of the theory of charity, and endeavour to 
find new channels of industry so as to prevent poverty as well as to check it | 
and to relieve it, Sheffield is one of the centres of trade that demands their 


earnest consideration. | 
On the Tenth September, the Carer Rassi will, it is expected, 

solemnly dedicate the new building. To give éclat to the proceedings, the 

Rev. M. Hast, of the Great Synagogue, and Mr. Momsacn with his choir, 


has already evinced interest in the undertaking. But the metropolitan 
Jewish community will not take a satisfactory position in the eyes of our 


Christian fellow countrymen if a movement deserving aid so thoroughly as * 


that for erecting this new place of worship be insufficiently supported—if 


the new Sheffield Synagogue be opened with a comparatively heavy burden - 


of debt. 


A Sap Accipent.—We regret to state that a young gentleman, a 
member of our community, Mr. Alfred Salomons, was drowned on Thursday 
while bathing in the Thames, near Staines. His body was two hours in the 
water before it was recovered. It is supposed that he had fatigued himself 
previously by rowing, and that he fainted in the water or sank from 
exhaustion. He was seen to go into the river; but though several persons 
were bathing at the time, he was not seen to sink, nor was any cry for help 


heard, so that no effort could have been made to rescuehim, Mr, Salomons 
was an only son. 
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THE CHIEF RABBI IN THE EASTERN COUNTIES. 


On Sunday last, the Rey. Dr. Adler, who has been staying at Great. 
Yarmouth, paid a pastoral visit to the Norwich congregation, accompanied 
by his son, the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, Minister of the Bayswater Synagogue, 
and by his son-in-law, Mr. H. Solomon, an Overseer of the United 
Synagogue and a Treasurer of Jews’ College. The Chief Rabbi and his 


_ party arrived at Norwich at an early hour, and were received at the railway 


station by Mr. Bloch the President, and Mr. Samuel, the Treasurer. Dr. 
Adler first inspected the synagogue, which is a very fine snd commodious 
building, and which was consecrated by himself in 1848. Owing to the 
building being at present under repairs, no service could be held therein. 
He then proceeded tu the residence of the President, where all the members 


of the congregation were assembled. A meeting was held, at which the 


Rev. Doctor entered minutely into the affairs of the congregation, and 
earnestly impressed upon them the importance of keeping Sabbath strictly, 


and of attending at their synagogue to joim in Divine worship on 


that sacred day. He aiso begged them to avail themselves of the services 


of their synagogue official, Mr. Lazarus, to have their children instructed 


in Hebrew and religion. Great regret was expressed by Dr. Adler 


that their congregation had decreased in numbers, and that the heavy | 


mortgage on their synagogue had not been redeemed. He confidently 


hoped that their brethren in the metropolis would assist them with their | 


usual generosity in relieving them of their debt. The Chief Rabbi was 
informed that there were not less than three Jewish burial grounds in 
Norwich—the one at present in use, which had been kindly granted them 
by the Corporation, and two old ones: one in Quaker’s-lane, the trust 


deeds of which were deposited at the Great Synagogue, and one in Bear~_ 


street, which was held for a lease of 75 years. The Chief Rabbi inspected 
the two former, and exhorted the congregation to watch that the burial 


grounds which were now disused should never be desecrated by being built 
upon. The Chief Rabbi and his party left Norwich in the afternoon, and | 


returned to Yarmouth. | | 
| At Great Yarmouth there was formerly a Jewish congregation, but, 
unfortunately, the members have, with but a single exception, removed 


from the town. There isa very good synagogue there, but six years have 


elapsed since service was held thererr. It was, however, temporarily re- 
opened for Divine service cn the New Moon of Ab and on the Fast of the 
Ninth of Ab, and the Chief Rabbi attended, the visitors forming Minyan. 
The Chief Rabbi's residence being at a considera>le distance from the 
synagogue, service was held every Sabbath at his house, and all the Jewish 
visitors at this sea-port attended. 

Tt is a great pity that several Jewish congregations in the Eastern 


Counties have ceased to exist—such as Yarmouth, Lynn, and Cambridge. ° 


The Jewish residents remove either to the metropolis or the manufacturing 
districts. One important question connected with these eliminations and 
extinctions of congregations is that of preserving the sauctity of the old 
burial grounds. There is great reason to fear that in time they will bo > 
built upon, and the remains of our departed brethren subjected to indigni- 
ties.. We shall feel it our duty te call the attention of the community to 
the question. |

THE TEN TRIBES. 

“The Pretended Identification of the English nation with the Lost 
House of Israel,” was the subject of a paper read by Mr. A. L. Lewis, 

M.A.L, in the Anthropological Section of the British Association at the 
recent Brighton Session. Mr. Lewis said it would perhaps be news to 

many members of the British Association that there are in this country 

numbers of people, many of them intellectual people, who believe that the 

English nation is the lineal descendant and representative of the ten lost 


tribes of Israel. It might be that some would think that to spend 
time in controverting such an idea was scarcely less absurd than the idea 
itself. Delusions, however, if allowed to remain unmolested, had a habit 
of becoming permanent, and often produced mischievous results. The 
evidences by which it is sought to prove that the English nation is 
descended from the lost ten tribes might be divided into two parts—the 
one derived from the Jewish Scriptures, the other derived from other 
sources, The theory under consideration started with the assumption that 
the tribe of Judah differed entirely in all its characteristics from the other 
_ tribes, and that that which was applicable to the people whom they knew 
as Jews was consequently aot at all applicable to the “lost tribes.” In 
considering this alleged difference one great point was that of physical 
type. They might be told of light Jews here, red bearded Jews some- 
where else, and of Moorish and all other varieties of Jew in all manner of 
places, in reference to whom he said that not only the absolute purity of 
the descent must always be a matter of doubt, but the physical type of a 
race, though perfectly definable and constant in the mass, was always 
variable and uncertain in some of the individuals composing the mass. 


Notwithstanding this, well-marked racial physical types did exist, and no 


such type was better marked than that of the Jew and none more constant. 
But for the purposes of the theory of the Identification of the English 
nation with the lost tribes, they must suppose that these Jewish and 
Israclitish tribes descended from the same stock, lived in close contiguity 
and under the same ethnic conditions for some 700 years, and that eleven- 
thirteenths of them became totally different from the remainder during 
that time or at a later period. The latter supposition being somewhat 
the less abhorrent to common sense, let them give the theory the benefit of 
it and proceed. The tribes forming the kingdom of Israel were 
carried away into Assyria akout 3039 a.m., and according to the theory 
before them they were last traced into Media about 3304 a.m., and 
the Anglo-Saxons were traced back to the same place at the same 
time, and must therefore be the same people. Ifthe premises were true — 
the non sequitur of the conclusions would be sufficiently obvious, as it 
would be much more likely that the Anglo-Saxons were pushed out to 
make room for the Israelites than that they were the same people. He was, 
however, by no means prepared to admit who the Anglo-Saxons were or | 
where they were in the third or fourth century, A.c.a. To trace them 
back for another thousand years was utterly impossible. Proceeding with 
the theory before them they found themselves obliged to believe that the 
Israelites went into Media with one racial type and came out of it again as 
Anglo-Saxons with another totally different type, that they were there 
circumcised and came out uncircumcised—that in short they went in with 
a certain language, certain customs, traditions ard characteristics, and 
came out soon after with all these things entirely altered and re-cast in a 
mould which the further twelve centuries had not been entirely able to 
obliterate. This would seem to require a suspension of the laws of nature, 
for which there was not only no evidence but no raison d'etre apart from 
exigencies of the theory before them. After expressing doubt as to the 
theories set up that the Brahmins were the descendants of Abraham and 
Keturah, and the Germans Assyrians or Moabites, while the Irish represent 
the Canaanites, reference was made to the stone set up by Jacob at Bethel, 
and which Jeremiah or some one else was alleged to have brought to 
Ireland, together with the tribe of Dan, and the daughters of the king of 
Judah, and which was said to have found a resting place in Westminster 
Abbey after being carried to Scotland. Mr. Lewis concluded by stating 
that he thought he had said enough to show how ridiculous in the eyes of 
Anthropologists this “ Israelitish Anglo-Saxon ” theory must necessarily 
be. He had not gone further into the matter because he thought a mere- 
statement of the theory was its own refutation. Lestit should be objected 
that he had demolished the only possible manner of accounting for the lost 
ten tribes, he suggested that there was no reason for supposing that they 
were all in a body together; but on the other hand they were probably 
- seattered about in Asia as much as the two tribes were scattered about in 
‘Europe. Of course this view could not be proved or disproved without a 
tribal census being taken all over the world, which was not likely to be 
just yet. In the meanwhile if people would only accept this view pro- 
visionally it would certainly save an immense amount of the time and 
- stationery which were continually wasted in speculation as to the where- 
_ abouts of the lost ten tribes of Israel.

The Australian Israelite calls attention with great justice to a rebuke 
recently adwinistered by the Government School Inspector of Melbourne 
to the Jewish community. Mr. Sasse in a recent inspection of the Jewish 
Common School made a remark to the effect that he considered “ it decidedly 
wrong that the Hebrew community should allow so many of the children of 
their own faith to attend almost every one of the other common schools in 
and around Melbourne; whilst there was a Jewish common school (in fact 


their own representative school, situated in the middle of the town, in which | 


the education imparted was equal to the best of the metropolitan common 
schools), languishing away both in its attendance and school fees; and he 
considered that the leading men of the congregation should leave nothing 
undone to cause the parents of these children to view the matter in its 
proper aspect, and to induce them to send their children to the schools of 
their own denomination.” | 

Yet, as the Australian Israelitejustly observes, the education imparted 
in the Melbourne Jewish School is above the average of many of the other 
metropolitan (Melbourne) schools. The fees for all the subjects taught by 
direction of the Board of Education are lower than in many of the other 
common schools. Moreover, Hebrew, it appears, is taught in this school 
without extra charge; and boys whose parents are unable to pay are pre- 
pared gratuitously for their Bar Mitzvah. (The term ‘ common ” in this 
connection means—in Australia—a general public school, or, as we should 
call it here, School Board School.) | 

While heartily concurring with the Australian Israelite we cannot 
avoid availing ourselves of the opportunity thus suggested to call attention 
to the equally inexplicable—or, may weadd without offence, censurable ?— 
conduct of parents and guardians in London, who prefer to send children to 


elementary Christian schools, where there is risk of conversion, and where 
they pay a comparatively large school fee, rather than send them to Jewish © 


schools where they learn their religion and pay a less fee. We know cases 
of parents refusing to pay the ordinary fee for their children at a Jewish 
school, withdrawing them while in arrears, and sending them to Christian 
schools where they are obliged to pay a heavier fee.

WHAT IS A HEATHEN? 
The Bishops, and indeed the Missionary party of the Church of Eng- 
land, bave rather the worst of it in their conflict with the Heathens. They 
are not likely to have as smooth a task with the “ Heathen ” as they have 
with the Jews. We Jews are meek and forbearing—sometimes too much > 


so—under insult and contumely; and are considered even by some of 


our own community to be particularly audacious when we resist the cruel 


injury inflicted on us by those propagandists who, in defiance of the Bible, 
and every moral law, strive to corrupt our children and our poor and to 
decoy them from the bosom of their faith and their families in order to add 
them to the number of apostates. The ‘“ Heathens,” however, as the 
Archbishop of Canterbury politely denominates the enlightened members of 


certain religions of the East—the teachings of some of which are as sublime 


and as moral as those of the New Testament—resist with just indignation 
the aspersions and insinuations of the Primate. The Primate’s apologist, 
the Bishop of Carlisle, has made the matter worse. He—let us hope only 
by a slip of the pen—informs us that Christians consider that all persons 
who do not believe in Jesus Christ are Heathens. Is that so? Then, accord- 
ing to Christians, Jews are Heathens. Healso leads us to believe that the 
word ‘‘ Heathen ” is derived from ethnos. Is that possible ? Is not the 
Bishop aware that the root of the word is ‘ heath,” or a word similar ? 


Bishop of Carlisle has written an explanatory letter of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury’s recent speech, in reference to his calling the Hindoos

However, no lexicographer has been as bold as 
the eminent Bishop himself, who unblushingly states the following : ‘ What 
we Christians mean by Heathen is simply persons who do not believe in 
the Lord Jesus Chiist,’ ergo, millions of the believers in the ‘ Father of 
many’ who gave light to the world long before the advent of the Nazarene, 


and the many who have followed Him, and will continue to the end of time 


to do so, will henceforth be known as Heathens !”

“T beg to inquire whether the Bishop of Carlisle calls the Jews heathens, 
and, if so, does he not use a language repugnant to that of his own Bible ? He 
ought, indeed, to regard them as more decided heathens than the very 
Mahommedans, who at least acknowledge our Lord to have been a prophet. But 
I am under a strong impression that ordinary usage requires us to limit the term 
heathen to idolators, and that this usage is founded on the true derivation of the 
word—heathen being formed from heath as pagan from pagus, both terms having 
been at first applicable to superstitions which lingered in the rural populations 
of the Roman empire when they had been expelled by the superior enlighten- 


ment of the towns—and afterwards to all analogous, that is polytheistic super- 
stitions.” |
